Metropolitan Police anti- 
terrorist branch re¬ 
arrested a 40-year-old 
man at residential 
premises in Streatham, 
south London. 

"That was in connection 


with an allegation of serious 
crime." It is understood that 
Mr Khan was arrested on 10 
May this year by Scotland 
Yard anti-terrorist branch 
but was released on bail 
until August 

He operated roadblocks at a 
town called Sarobi, on one 
of the major routes into the

Abdullah Abdullah also 
proposed another donors 
conference to raise up to 
$20 billion over five years 
and brought up the 
possibility of postponing 
elections scheduled for next 
year. 

"Are we doing enough? 
While grateful for the great 
contributions of the 
international community. I 
think and I believe strongly 
that we are not doing 
enough." Abdullah told a 
meeting organized by Radio 
Free Europe and the Center 
for Strategic and 
International Studies, a 
Washington think tank. 

"If in the year 2004 Kabul 
citizens arc still in the dark 
because of (lack of) 
electricity ... this 
government will lose 
credibility, its friends will 
lose credibility." he added 

Abdullah, who has talks 


with Secretary of State Colin 
Powell and national security 
adviser Condoleezza Rice 
later on Monday, said he 
continued to think the United 
States was committed to 
success in Afghanistan. 

But he added: "One can 
understand other engagements 
of a country like the United 
States but our case is a 
situation which would affect 
the ability and the credibility 
of the United States in 
relations with every other 
state." 

The United States attacked 
Afghanistan in 2001 to 
overthrow the ruling Taliban, 
who had given shelter a I 
Qaeda leader Osama bin 
Laden. The government of 
Hamid Karzai then took office 
under the protection of U S. 
forces. 

President Bush once promised 
a Marshall Plan for 
Afghanistan and the United 
States continues to spend 
about $900 million a month 
on its military forces there. 

But the bigger conflict in 
Iraq, the domestic economy 
and the approaching 
presidential election season

Washington's attention 
from Karzai s problems 


Referring indirectly to the 
difficulties the United 
States faces restoring order 
in Iraq, Abdullah said: "The 
test is in Afghanistan. Can 
we afford to fail the test in 
Afghanistan and be hopeful 
that we will make it 
somewhere else?" 

Karzai s government has 
received pledges of about $4.5 
billion in aid but the minister 
said much did not arrive and 
much went to humanitarian 
efforts rather than 
reconstruction. 

"What is needed in 
Afghanistan is another 
international donors 

conference where we would 
have a review of what has 
happened in Afghanistan and 
add some long-term 
commitment for 

reconstruction." he said He 
cited World Bank figures 
showing a need for $15 billion 
to $20 billion over five years. 

On elections scheduled for 
next June, he said the 
Afghan government did not 
intend to postpone the vote, 
but if it was felt as the 
ballot approached that more 
time was needed for 
credible elections, "that 
should be dealt with at that

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AFP -July 14 th - A seven man 
team of European climbers 
has begun an expedition in a 
remote comer of Afghanistan 
in an attempt to reconquer the 
war-ravaged country's highest 
peak and re-open its 
mountains to adventurers. 

The team of French, 
Slovenian. Spanish and Swiss 
alpinists, accompanied by a 
trainee Afghan mountain 
guide and led by celebrated 
climber Italian Fausto de 
Stefani, embarked on their 
month-long trek on Saturday. 

Their journey from the 
scorching foothills of the 
Hindu Kush mountains in 
northeastern Badakhshan 
province to the icy peak of 
mount Noshaq, 7.492 meters 
(24.580 feet) above sea level, 
is likely to prove a gruelling 
challenge. 

But the oxpedition s ultimate 
goal of reviving interest in 
Afghanistan's stunning peaks 
could prove even more of an 
uphill struggle in a country- 
still reeling from the effects of 
more than two decades of 
brutal conflict. 

I "The time has come to re¬ 
open the Hindu Kush to 
mountaineering." Carlo 

Alberto Pinelli. one of the 
project s organizers told a 
recent press conference in 
Kabul 


"This peak is hugely popular 
with European and Japanese 
climbers; tourists must be able 
to come here like they did 30 
years ago -- that is my hope 
for the future." 

In the 1960s and 70s, 
Afghanistan was a popular 
destination for adventurous 
climbers willing to weather 
primitive and occasionally 
treacherous conditions to 
explore the country’s unspoilt 
scenery. 

The romance of negotiating 
the rock and snow in the 
remote eastern Afghan region 
of Nunstan was popularised 
in the 1950s in British travel 
writer Eric Newby 's classic 
account of a "Short Walk in 
the ‘ Hindu Kush." 
But. as Afghanistan 

succumbed to Soviet invasion, 
years of civil unrest and the 
oppressive rule of the hardline 
Taliban regime. Afghanistan 
disappeared from the 
mountaineering - k map. 

Named after an Afghan river 
which springs from the Hindu 
Kush and skirts Tajikistan. 
Turkmenistan and Uzbekistan, 
the "Oxus: mountains for 
peace" expedition, jointly 
organized by Mountain 
Wilderness International and 
the Italian embassy in Kabul, 
hopes to pick up the trail. 

A walk up the Noshaq begins 


in the Wakkan corridor, a 
narrow strip of the Himalayas 
that separates Pakistan from 
Tajikistan and spills out into 
China in the extreme 
northeast of Afghanistan's 
Badakhshan province. 

Relatively unscathed by the 
decade-long war against 
Soviet occupation. Badakshan 
was also spared from the 
oppressive fundamentalist 
Taliban that was ousted in 
2001 by a US-led military 
coalition. 

It now stands as one of the 
most stable provinces in 
Afghanistan but is also a top 
region for the cultivation and 
production of opium 
Although the group expects a 
smooth journey to its base

international financial 
commitments were 

neither large enough nor 
coming in fast enough to 
guarantee the war- 
ravaged country's 

reconstruction. 

"1 would say that even 

very conservatively one 
would have to double the 
amount of assistance 
coming into this country 
to really assure that 
Afghanistan can really 
get on the road to 

recovery," Secretary- 
General Kofi Annan's 

Deputy Special 

Representative of the 
Secretary-General, Nigel 
Fisher, told a briefing in 
Kabul, the Afghan 

capital "So we re still far 
short of that goal " 


Noting that at a meeting in 
Tokyo in January there had 
been a commitment of $4.6 
billion to Afghanistan, Mr. 
Fisher said: "(It) sounded 
like a lot of money, but 
when the World Bank and 
the UN made an estimate 
of what was actually 
needed in this country for 
the next three years, they 
estimated conservatively 
$13 billion and 
optimistically $19 billion. 
So you put the $4 6 billion 
commitment for 

reconstruction in that 
context it s not enough " 

He pointed out that the 
Afghan government 

requested $2.2 billion for 
this year's budget, while 
promises by the 
international community 
made in Brussels in March 
totalled just under $2 
billion, even without 
counting additional costs 
for elections. 

The speed at which 
commitments were coming 


in was also inadequate, Mr 
Fisher said He cited the 
Law and Order Trust Fund, 
necessary for reforming the 
police, which needs $121 
million dollars this year but 
has so far only received 
$11 million. The 
Afghanistan 

Reconstruction Trust Fund 
is seeking $600 million this 
year but has only got $63 
million The UN has a 
programme this year of 
$728 million dollars but 
has so far only got $220 
million 

But Mr Fisher also pointed 
to improvements in the 
country. Some 2.4 million 
devices were destroyed last 
year in de-mining action 
Last year's wheat harvest 
of 2.6 million tons was an 
80 per cent increase over 
■ 2001. This year's harvest is 
estimated at 4.6 million 
tons, 64 per cent better than 
1978, the last year of 
normal production before 
the wars began.
